-Rejuvenating fluid may be added- at various points in the resurfacing process. Preferably 
rejuvenating fluid should be added to the milled material prior to its entering the pug mill 100. 
This may be accomplished by adding rejuvenating fluid at or before the main mill 36 or ahead of 
the pug mill inlet 108. The latter arrangement is illustrated in Figure 3 which shows a spray bar 
150 for directing rejuvenating fluid at or ahead of the pug mill inlet 108.-- 
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IN THE CLAIMS: 

Please add the following new claim: 


-11. A method as claimed in claim 7 wherein: 

said rejuvenating fluid is added to said milled material ahead of said pug mill. 


REMARKS 

Claim 1 1 is added by this document and accordingly, claims 1-11 are pending in the 

application. Support for the addition of new claim 1 1 is provided in the application as filed 

including Fig. 3 of the drawings and the following excerpt from the Specification: 

"Rejuvenating fluid may be added at various points in the 
resurfacing process. Preferably rejuvenating fluid should be 
added to the milled material prior to its entering the pug mill 
100. This may be accomplished by adding rejuvenating fluid 

*i at or before the main mill 36 or ahead of the pug mill inlet 

I 108. The latter arrangement is illustrated in Figure 3 which

] In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that no new matter has been added 

t by the addition of new claim 11. Accordingly, Examiner's approval of the addition of new claim 
1 1 is respectfully requested and the Examiner is respectfully requested to examine new claim 1 1 
K with the remaining pending claims for the captioned application. Also, it is noted that claim 1 1 
; has been added to supplement the set of claims as originally filed, and not in response to any 
rejection of the originally- filed claims, as the captioned application has not yet been examined. 

The paragraph of the Specification which begins at page 9, line 4 has been amended at 
line 8 so that lines 8-9 now read . . ahead of the pug mill inlet 108" instead of". . . head of the 
pug mill inlet 108." The foregoing amendment to the Specification is consistent with, and 
supported by, the remainder of the paragraph of the Specification which begins at page 9, line 4. 
In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that no new matter has been added by the 
foregoing amendment to the Specification and Examiner's approval of this amendment is 
respectfully requested.
